Can you imagine any flowers more bright and dazzling than a bed of tulips in the sun 
on a warm spring day? Let us tell you which ones do the best, and which colors we should 
choose, for others have told us of their success with them. First, then, for out-of-door 
beds and for Tulips with long stems, plant those listed on this page as Morse’s Special Tu- 


lips for California, 
and also Darwin Tu- 
lips. The brightest 
red Tulip is Gesner- 
iana Major, and it’s 
a beauty; the finest 
yellows are Parisian 
Yellow, Retroflexa, 
and Bouton d’Or, in 
the order named; for 
pink, Maiden’s Blush 
and Isabella. Try 
the effect of a bed of 
a hundred blossoms 
planted closely. 

The * culture**-is 
easy ; the secret is to 
have rich soil well 
drained; use rotted 
manure or bone meal 
to give richness, and 
plant the bulb in 
sand if the ground 
is heavy and wet. 
Plant the bulbs as 
early as possible and 
about 4 inches deep. 
Water sparingly dur- 
ing the winter, but 
give plenty as the 


buds develop, and 
for several weeks 
aiter flowering.

Hyacinths 


Hyacinths come in a wide range of colors from purest white, through blush pink to deep 
pink, and dark red; and from light azure through shades of blue to violet, as well as in 
shades of light yellow and apricot. No other spring bulbous flowers have such delightful 
fragrance as have Hyacinths, and this quality helps to make them one of the most pop- 
ular flowers. 

For out-of-door growing, plant Hyacinths in November, if possible, although firm bulbs 
will bloom well if set out much later. The proper depth to plant is shown on the diagram 
on the inside of the back cover; for bedding effects, set 6 inches apart. The soil should 
be made rich with a liberal mulching of manure, and sand should be added if the soil is 
heavy. After flowering, allow the leaves to dry up and then lift the bulbs in midsummer ; 
store them in dry soil in a cool dry place, and very often they can be used again. 

Our named varieties of Hyacinths are all of first size, and are fine, large, healthy bulbs, 


and will produce the very finest flowers. (If ordered by mail, add 15c per dozen for

The bulbs can be planted as soon as they arrive, usually at the end of September. A very good rule 
when planting is to set the bulb twice its own depth. Make the hole with a trowel and if the soil is 
heavy a handful of sand at the base of the bulb will greatly assist the roots and prevent the bulb rotting. 

The Crocus make beautiful edgings and can be planted close to get a fine effect of color. A splendid 
continuous display can be had by planting a bed with Daffodils and Tulips alternately, putting the bulbs 
about 2 inches apart. The Daffodils will bloom first and will be followed by. the Tulips. 

Hyacinths make a lovely and lasting show and if a little consideration is given to color scheme and 
design the bed will be greatly admired. 

Another pretty effect can be made by sowing some Forget-me-not Victoria in boxes in the fall and 
setting out the plants between Tulip, Daffodil or Hyacinth bulbs as soon as they appear above ground. The 
Forget-me-not makes a beautiful ground work. 

If specially fine color and flowers are desired the beds may be watered twice a week with some weak 
liquid manure after the buds are well up and the foliage developed.
